The Governor was introduced by the President, and proceeded 
to deliver his annual message as follows: 
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MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Fifth Legislative Assembly : 


You come together in the new capital of the Territory, now its 
most flourishing town, and I trust it will be your ambition to 
signalize the first meeting of a Legislature here by a close inquiry 
into the wants of the people, a careful consideration of their 
interests and a thorough and fearless performance of your whole 
duty as their chosen representatives. 

Since the adjournment of the last Assembly a little more than 
a year since, there has been an increase in the population of the 
Territory ; several new mining and agricultural settlements have 
sprung into existence, and the taxable property is estimated at 
one-fourth more than it was in 1867. 


THE APACHE, 


- But unhappily the hostility of the Apache has not abated, and 
his raids have, as heretofore, resulted in a large loss of life and 
property. 

The blood of the valued citizens who have lately fallen a prey 
to this irrepressible savage, as well as that of the hundreds who 
since the Territory came under the national flag have been the 
victims of his barbarism, demands that your attention shall first 
be given to an earnest effort to accurately represent to the gen- 
eral government the sad state of affairs here, and the absolute 
necessity of a new order of things. Each Assembly convened 
since the organization of the Territory has made a representa- 
tion, accompanied by a vigorous appeal for assistance, and the 
fact that no satisfactory response has been made, may lead you 
to doubt whether anything you can do will be more effectual, 
but it should not dissuade you from making the attempt. 

It is now clearly and painfully shown that the policy here pur- 
sued by the government from the beginning has produced no 
results proportionate to the expense incurred ; that with all that 
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has been done the Apache is as bold and successful to-day as 
ever before: and that no rapid advance n the prosperity of the 
Territory, or success in the development of its resources can be 
expected until new .measures are adopted. It is true, many 
Apaches have been killed, much hard service bravely performed, 
and that but for the presence of the troops parts of the Territory 
must have been entirely closed to the settler, but the organiza- 
tion and machinery of the regular army, the time necessarily 
spent in the maintenance of the troops brought from abroad, and 
the inability to conduct continuous operations except by the 
presence of a much larger force than we can reasonably expect 
to secure, and long experience show that even if additions are 
from time to time made to the regular force here, as I hope they 
may be, and the Territory is made a separate Department, as it 
should have been long since, in justice to those commanding 
here, there must yet be another element for aggressive and con- 
‘tinuous movements against the Apache if we would complete his 
overthrow at an early day, and save to the government millions 
of dollars. 


VOLUNTEERS, 


Time but confirms my opimion as expressed at length to pre- 
vious Legislatures, aud familiar to all the peopl, that as a meas- 
ure of public economy and of simple right to those who are 
struggling to open and oceupy the Territory and to develop its 
resources, the Government should authorize the raising here of a 
regiment or regiments of men entirely familiar with the country 
and with the Apache. and by experience and inclination suited 
to the peculiar and exhaustingwarfare necessary to be waged, 
and which it is not in the nature of things for any other force to 
wage in so effective a manner, if at all. I recommend that the 
memorials to Congress of the third and fourth Assemblies upon 
this subject be renewed, or that a new and strenuous one be 
adopted. 

The recent report of the Indian Commission instituted by Con- 
gress, showing the base treachery and ingratitude of the plains’ 
Indians with whom Government has dealt most leniently is cre~ 
ating a healthy sentiment in the East upon the long misunder- 
stood Indian question which will undoubtedly lead Congress to 
a better appreciation of the vigorous policy necessary to be pur- 


sued here. 
E 
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PACIFIC RAILROAD AND TELEGRAPH, 


The building of a railroad across the Territory is one of the 
most important steps towards the subjugation of the Apache that 
can be taken, and for this reason and for many others that will 
occur to you, I suggest that you pray Congress to render such 
assistance to the company or companies proposing to build such 
road as will insure an early completion of the work. Were the 
Territory not infested with hostile Indians the difficulty and 
expense of getting here until such railroad is provided must 
make it slow of settlement and prove a great drawback to its 
progress. Under existing circumstances its construction were 
equal to the sending here of a dozen regiments of troops, and is 
essential in order to make the country available to the public, and 
to secure to the Government the revenues which with proper aid, 
it will so abundantly return. 

Parties who since the meeting of the last Assembly have sur- 
veyed the routes across the Territory declare them to be most 
practicable, and there is a growing belief both in California and 
the East that the popular and profitable Pacific railroad will go 
through Arizona. 

In this connection I may refer to the fact that telegraphic 
communication is now complete to Santa Fe, New Mexico, and 
that by connecting mails we receiye news from all parts of the 
world in ten days. I am informed that parties stand ready to 
extend the wires across Arizona to California if reasonable 
encouragement is given. Jf you can in any way assist the enter- 
prise I am sure you will do so. 


FRIENDLY INDIANS. 


The active military movements against the Wallapais brought 
most of them to terms some months since, and a number were 
placed upon a temporary reservation near Fort Mohave, but I 
learn they are again upon the war path, roaming chiefly upon 
the Mohave and Prescott road. They are a weak tribe and their 
hostility cannot continue long. 

When work upon the Great Colorado reservation was sus- 
pended, owing to the exhaustion of the Congressional appropri- 
ation, the Apache, Mohave, Yavapai, and other Indians gathered 
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_there, took to the mountains, and depredations near La Paz and 
Wickenburg are attributed to them. Τ they have begun hostil- 
ities it is probably in view of the recent kiling by citizens of a 
venerable chief and others of their tribes at La Paz, a transac- 
tion which whether partaking of the unjustifiable character now 
reported or not, goes to demonstrate the importance of legisla- 
tion to prevent the assumption by irresponsible parties of steps 
which sooner or later must produce disastrous results, counter- 
acting the influence of the authorities and leading the Indians 
to lose all confidence in the whites. While no treatment can in 
my judgment be too severe for the hostile Indians, those disposed 
to be friendly should be entitled to the same protection fronr the 
laws as other persons owing allegiance to the Government enjoy. 

The Pimas and Maricopas lost a part of their crops by the 
unusual flood of September last, but they are generally prosper- 
ous, although but slightly provided for by the Government. 

All who comprehend the Indian character will rejoice that the 
Indian Commission has reached the view long held on the fron- 
tier, that the Government should cease to recognize the Indian 

. tribes as a domestic independent nation, except so far as it may 

be required to recognize them as such by existing treaties, and 

by treaties made but not yet ratified ; that hereafter, all Indians 
should be considered and held to be individually subject to the 
laws of the United States except where and while it is otherwise 
provided in such treaties. Such course will be commended to 

Congress by the Commission, with another good suggestion, viz: 

to clothe, protect and assist all Indians, no matter of what tribe, 

who will go upon reservations and stay there.

MINING. 


The Wickenburg gold mines are worked without interuption, 
and steadily yield a large revenue. The Vulture lode, the Com- 
stock of Arizona, now has a wide and merited fame. It is one 
of the richest, most extensive and remarkable deposits of gold 
quartz upon the continent, and its return to this time is believed 
to be an earnest of what may be expected from it in the future. 

Unfortunately the mills erected in the vicinity of Prescott were 
put either upon worthless lodes or upon those in which ores pre- 
dominate which cannot be made to pay by ordinary treatment. 
The chlorination process, has lately been introduced there, and 
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it is expected it will prove successful as in California and Colo- 
rado. If such is the case, the hopeful people who have clung to 
that part of the Territory, under most annoying delays and dis- 
appointments, will speedily reap the reward due their patience 
and pertinacity. 

Upon the Colorado river little is doing in mining ; the low 
price of copper has not warranted the continuous working of the 
lodes at Williams Fork and other points, although a renewal of 
operations at an early day is promised. From the Eureka and 
Castle Dome districts there is a steady and profitable shipment 
of lead ore to San Francisco, and work upon several silver lodes 
in that district is vigorously prosecuted as it is upon several gold 
lodes near La Paz and Hardyville. 

Below the Gila, the Cababi mines continue to yield a good 
return of silver, and a fine mill is in process of erection at Apa- 
che Pass, where the gold lodes are attracting much attention 
and give excellent promise. Confidence in the mineral resources 
of the Territory is unshaken, and those most familiar with them 
believe that once secure from Indian depredations and made 
accessible by the iron rail, Arizona will take front rank among 
the gold, silver and copper producing districts of the world. 

Late last year, at the request of J. Ross Browne, United 
States Mining Commissioner, I prepared as complete a state- 
ment of the mineral discoveries and results in the Territory as 
the time and material at my command would admit of. Τὸ will 
be found in his elaborate Report upon the “Mineral Resources 
of the States and Territories West of the Rocky Mountains,” 
published by Congress, and although imperfect in some partien- 
lars, will, I trust, be serviceable to the Territory in giving the 
public an idea of its mineral affluence, and attracting capital and 
population. 

Arizona, in common with the other mineral bearing Territo- 
ries, is interested in the passage of the bill now before Congress 
looking to the endowment of a School of Mines from the pro- 
ceeds of the tax upon gold and silver bullion, a most necessary 
and promising scientific movement, and it may be well for you 
to add to the appeal in its behalf by a memorial or resolution as 
you deem best. i 
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AGRICULTURE, 


Although the seasons vary with each year it is now well estab- 
lished that most of the valleys and river bottoms throughout the 
Territory may be successfully cultivated. Much attention is 
given to agriculture, and the product of the year is largely in 
excess of that of any previous one. Corn, wheat and barley 
attain a perfect growth at most points, and the vegetables will 
éompare favorably with those of any country. About Prescott 
the yield of potatoes of an excellent quality has this year been 
large. The few fruit trees planted to this time are thrifty, and 
it is thought the favorite fruits can be raised at various places in 
the Territory. The military are supplied with grain without 
drawing upon California as in years past. and comparatively little 
flour is brought from abroad. The prospect is that at an early 
day all required will be made in this Territory. 

The new and prosperous farming settlements of Phoenix, upon 
the Salt river, and Florence on the Gila river are demonstrating 
the richness οἵ {116 soil in the broad valleys of those great streams 
and the facility with which it may be irrigated and cultivated. 
The climate is found to be neither oppressive nor unhealthy as 
heretofore popularly supposed, and the belief that large commu- 
nities have subsisted upon the produce of the valleys in the far 
past is strengthened by the accumulating evidences of their 1118 
fertility. Tens of thousands of. acres as valuable and easy of 
tillage as those now occupied remain unclaimed, and as the 
region is central, near to the reservations of the friendly Pima 
and Maricopa ‘Indians, and seldom molested by the Apache, it 
offers peculiar inducements to settlers, and is commended to the 
numerous parties crossing the Territory from Texas and other 
States as having advantages equal, if not superior, to any held 
out to them farther west. 

While the lands that do not need irrigation and those that 
may be irrigated from streams are extensive and all sufficient for 
a much larger population than is here at present, the soil of 
much of what is known as the desert country, is exceedingly 
rich, and if supplied with water’by a system of artesian wells, 
88 there is every reason to believe it may be at a reasonable cost, 
must abundantly repay cultivation. The great valleys and plains 
upon the roads from the Colorado to Wickenburg and Prescott, 
those between Sacaton and Tucson, and the plains about Tucson, 
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those of the Cababi and Fresnal districts and others not fre- 
quented by the Apache, and more accessible than much of the 
land now occupied, may, I believe, with such wells, be made to 
blossom as the rose, and to produce crops that will surprise the 
world. I recommend, if the existing law cf the Territory regard- 
ing wells upon deserts is not liberal enough to induce the sinking 
of artesian wells, that it be made so. 


MAILS. 


Mail facilities are better throughout the Territory than ever 
betore. and if continued as at present, with the addition of a 
few branch lines, there can be little cause for complaint. Ser- 
vice upon one important route, although repeatedly solicited, 
has not, however, been supplied. I refer to that from Prescott 
to Albuquerque upon the Rio Grande, via. the 35th parallel, a 
connecting link much desired by the people north of the Gila, 
and necessary to their prompt communication with the East. 

Within a few months some deserving citizens of Sonora, en- 
couraged by the friendly Government of that Stato, have estab- 

lished weekly mail service by stage between Altar. where the 
- Guaymas and Hermosillo mail route terminates, and ‘Tucson. 
As Coneress has not yet established a mail route from the Sonora 
line to Tucson, no remuneration can be had for the service be- 
tween those points. I suggest that you petition for the creation 
of such route and the letting of service forthwith. The business 
and social relations of a large part of our people with Sonora, 
make mail communications highly desirable, and- our Govern- 
ment should certainly be as liberal and enterprising as that of 
Mexico. 


FINANCES, 


It was my hope to be able at the close of my official career 
here to declare the Territory free of debt, and I believe were I to 
serve out the term of my appointment as Governor, ‘I might do 
so. The debt, incurred by the various Legislatures for necessary 
expenditures not allowed by the General Government, was 
never large, and within the year has been reduced to about $24,- 
000 in national currency, and will before the close of the present 
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year be reduced to $18,000. You are asked by the efficient Ter- 
ritorial Treasurer to amend the Jaws relating to the collection of 
the revenue, or to pass new and stringent ones, so that certain 
counties which contribute but lightly .to the Treasury may be 
made to pay their just proportion. It is believed if the collec- 
tions in these counties had been promptly and thoroughly made 
the total debt of the Territory would already have been swept 
away. It is also known that thousands of dollars which should 
have come to the Territorial ‘Treasury from escheated estates 
have been lost for the want of proper legislation upon the sub- 
ject. This legislation the Treasurer requests you to supply, and 
I trust you will recognize the importance of doing so. 


MEXICAN POPULATION, 


In all your legislation you should consider the large popula- 
tion of the Territory unacquainted with-the English tongue, but 
entitled to respect and protection. This population embraces 
‘ many excellent and enterprising citizens both of native and for- 
eign birth, and is notable for its obedience to law, its cheerful 
contribution to the revenues and its industrial character. As it 
controls much of the business of the Territory, and is identified 
with nearly every pursuit, the restriction of the code preventing 
any one acting as a juror unless he understands proceedings in 
the English language (always considered of doubtful constitu- 
tionality) should, as a matter of justice, be removed and the pro- 
ceedings be had both in English and Spanish, or interpreters 
provided. It is also πα. that all laws of general impor- 
tance and interest should be published in both languages. 


VARIOUS RECOMMENDATIONS, 


Amendments to the code of the Territory have been made by” 
each Legislature, and are now so numerous and scattered through 
so many volumes that it is difficult to ascertain what the existing 
laws are. Moreover, the only edition of the code yet published 
is about exhausted. It will be for you to consider whether the 
public interest demands that a commission be appointed to revise 
the code and the amendments, reconciling them where inconsis- 
tent, and reporting to the next Assembly a new edition with a . 
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proper index, for the publication. of which edition, it being pre- 
pared with a view to permanency, the General Government will, 
as is its custom, make liberal provision. 

More attention should be given to educational matters. The 
brief law of the last Assembly is insufficient to establish and 
sustain such a system of common schools as is now needed here. 

A new and earnest memorial to Congress regarding the boun- 
`- dary at Arizona City may hasten justice to the Territory in this 
important matter. 

Some encouragement should be given to the enterprising citi- 
zens who have established ferries on the Gila and Salt rivers ; 
such ferries being an absolute necessity to communication be- 
tween the lower and upper country during several months in 
each year, and the travel not yet being sufficient to support them. 

A system of weights and measures should be provided, much 
confusion arising, especially in Southern Arizona, from the yari- 
ous standards now in use. 

The act of the last Assembly to prevent and punish the sale of 
liquor to Indians, does not secure the ends desired and should , 
be made more complete and stringent. ᾿ 

No aid has ever been given by the Government for the build- 
ing of roads in the Territory. Fortunately the thoroughfares 
are generally good, but in some of the mining districts, particu- 
larly in Yavapai County, there is need of improvement, and cer- 
tain new roads are necessary to ready communication. One from 
Wickenburg to Prescott, via. Walnut Grove, would save many 
miles of travel between those points, and one from Phenix to 
Prescott, via. the Agua Frio, svould open a direct and compara- 
tively short route from Tucson to Prescott. A reasonable appro- 
priation for their construction, and for such improvements upon 
existing roads as are necessary in order to the convenience of 
travel, may with propriety be asked of Congress. 

In my Message to the last Assembly I recommended the choice 
of a site for the Territorial Penitentiary to be built under Act. of 
Congress from the internal revenue collected in the Territory, 
but for some cause it was not made. I respectfully refer you to 
my language at that time, as indicating the importance of action 
and of an appeal for an extension of the time allotted for the 
accumulation of the fund. 
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SOCIETY. 


There is a gratifying improvement in social life throughout 
the Territory. In the chief towns the houses are of a better 
character than a year or two since, and the ranchmen who. have 
prospered have generally improved their structures. There is a 
growing disposition to live rather than stay here, to build homes 
and make them attractive, to cultivate household affections and 
loves, and society is assuming that organization which is neces- 
sary to pleasing and profitable existence. 

This is as it should be, for whether we contemplate permanent 
or temporary residence here, it is but just to ourselves and to 
the country that we should live decently and in order. It is 
usually quite af economical as to live unsettled and uncomforta- 
ble, and nothing is moze detrimental to a country than to treat 
it as a mere stopping place instead of as,a home, to decline to 
contribute to its improvement, and to the upbuilding of society, 
because uncertain what its future is to be. and to discourage 
rather than to incite that public spirit which is essential to the 

healthy progress of every community. 

Ὃν Let it be determined here that social progress shall keep pace 
with material prosperity, and that as rapidly as possible the 
institutions which are the strength and glory of the States and 
older Territories, shall be established and maintained. And 
above all, let it be remembered that “virtue alone ennobles 
human kind,” and that “ of all the dispositions-and habits which 
lead to politica! prosperity, religion and morality are a a 
ble supports.”

PERSONAL. 


In conclusion, gentlemen, I may be permitted to address to 
you and through you to the people of Arizona a few words of a 
personal nature. Having been elected to represent the Territory 
in the Forty-First Congress of the United States, which is to 
assemble on the 4th day of March ensuing, J must soon take my 
departure for the national capital, and, terminating my services 
as Governor, enter upon the duties of the responsible and hon- 
orable position to wales the kind partiality of the people has © 


called me. 
F : Ν 
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It will not be my lot to address another Assembly as the exec- 
utive of the Territory, and probably several years will elapse 
before I can renew my residence here, which it is now my hope 
todo. In a review of the record I have made here I find nothing 
of which I am ashamed, or that I am unwilling to submit to the 
scrutiny of time. While a few have persistently misrepresented 
my motives and acts, judging them from a mercenary or jealous 
standpoint, or wilfully misconstruing them, I am warranted in 
the belief that the General Goverztment and the great majority 
of the people award me credit for a conscientious and impartial 
discharge of duty, and a faithful administration of Territorial 
affairs, albeit the Executive Department, in common with others, 
has from the great size of the country, the insufficient means of 
communication with its widely separated districts, and with 
Washington, the dangers of travel and the inadequate appropri- 
ations, had much to contend with. 

As a pioneer I have cheerfully shared in the varied vicissitudes 
of the people, and labored to hasten the development of the 
country, making its resources and capabilities known by my voice 
and pen, and showing my confidence in them by the investment 
of my means. Whatever I possess of ability shall in the future, 
as in the past, be given to the promotion of the substantial inter- 
ests of the Territory, and if I fail to obtain from Congress and 
the Departments the assistance to which the people are entitled, 
and which is necessary to their security and prosperity, it will be 
from no lack of effort or desire. 

Coming here at a time when civil war convulsed the States 
and a spark would have ignited the combustible‘ material here 
aggregated, and always disposed to look upon party organiza- 
tion as of little consequence in a sparsely inhabited Territory, 
I have sincerely endeavored to act from a level higher than any 
party platform, to palliate political prejudice and passion, and 
to unite and stimulate the people in measures of self-defense, 
industry and enterprise. I believe the policy to have been the 
wisest I could have pursued, and its good results have been gen- 
erally conceded, and must, I think, be apparent:to all. 

Chosen to Congress upon an independent basis, I shall at 
Washington, as I have here, and as I am in honor bound, avoid 
partisan complications, and zealously labor to secure the cordial 
co-operation of all who can in any way aid in obtaining for my 
constituents the consideration due them from the Government. 
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At the same time, I do not mean, nor have I ever meant to 
show indifference to national issues, or to relinquish the senti- 
ments regarding the same, which I held when I entered the 
Territory. 

In each of my annual messages I have expressed sympathy 
with the Government in its trials and triumphs, and I now con- 
gratulate you and the people that the exciting Presidential cam- 
paign has resulted in a vindication of the national honor by the 
elevation to the highest civic office of the magnanimous leader, 
‘inflexible of faith, invincible of arms,” whose name and fame 
are apart of the nation’s history. I consider his election more 
than a political triumph ; believing it will allay the intensity 
of party strife, ‘‘ guarantee harmony in the different Depart- 
ments of the Government, security to citizens everywhere, and 
prosperity following in the train of peace.” 

Peace, which the Republic so much needs, and the glad results 
of which will extend even to this dependent frontier, in the in- 
creased protection it will enable the Government to afford the 
settler, in the stimulus it will give te industry, and in the pro- 

gress and permanence it will ensure to all interests and pursuits.

instructions from the Legislature, and power to employ counsel 
in the Courts, I was compelled to sue for the money.

Sir:—In conformity with a joint resolution of the last Legis- 
lature, approved: October Ist, 1867, I submit a voucher for 
seventy-six dollars; being the amount paid by me, under au- 
thority of said resolution, for freight, expressage, and other 
charges upon books and documents received during the year 
ending on the first instant, for the Territorial Library. 
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Through you, I respectfully request the Legislature to au- 
thorize the Territorial Auditor to issue me a warrant, for the 
amount; and also, to provide by law for the payment of such 
charges in future, by the Auditor, upon presentation to him of 
proper vouchers.

Report of Committee on Military and Indian Affairs: 


Your Committee on Military and Indian Affairs beg leave to 
submit the following report: 


ist. The Territorial Militia have neither organization nor 
ammunition. 

Therefore we are unable to afford any protection to the people 
of this Territory; and this condition will continue, unless the 
General Government furnishes the requisite means of defense. 

2d. The Indians of the Territory are arrayed in deadly hos- 
tility to the whites; butchering and robbing on the highways 
and ranches, and every footpath from the Rio Grande {ο the 
Colorado river. 

Lite and property are unsafe, even in the immediate vicinity 
of military posts 

The time has arrived, in the opinion of your committee, when 
some decided action shonld be taken in the premises, so that 
white settlers in the country can understand whether they have 
the predominating power, or that the Government will protect 
its citizens against a horde of demons in ‘human shape, called 
“Το the poor Indian.” 

The Legislature of the Territory has respectfully memoralized 
Congress for the four past consecutive terms; but up to the 
present time no action has been taken in the premises. 

Your committee are of the opinion that our Delegates have 
been negligent of their duty, or the Government has been un- 


a 


mindful of the wants of the citizens of this Territory. ᾿ 

The present military force in the Territory is inadequate-to 
the protection of the citizens therein; and it matters not how 
well the present number of troops may be disposed of, or how- 
ever anxious the commanding officer of the district or the 
officers and soldiers under his command may be, to render 
assistance to the settlers; under the present arrangement of 
military affairs. Every effort would prove an entire failure, 
unless a larger number of troops can be placed in the command 
of the district commander, in order to give them the opportunity 
of naking rapid movements, and following up the same with 
success. i ; 

But so long as certain Indians are permitted to draw rations 
from certain goyernment posts or reservations, so called, to sus- 
tain their families and supply their own wants, and fit themselves 
out for a more successful campaign against the whites, it is ` 
utterly impossible for the military to put an end to these infernal 
devils, called Apaches. 


Your committee fully believe in placing the entire manage- 
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ment of Indian affairs under the control of the militarv com- 
manders of the different military districts, until they are subju- 
gated and placed on reservations; and are made to earn their 
bread by the sweat of their brows, instead of murdering and 
robbing the whites. 

The blood of white men cries revenge from every hill, valley 
and nook, . 

The mourning of the fond wife for her husband is borne on 
every breeze. ‘The cry of the orphan is heard in every hamlet. 
Numbers of our people have been taken captive, tortured 
cruelly, and burned at the stake. During the last seven years, 
over eight hundred persons have been murdered in the highways 
and ranches within the limits of this Territory. 

The roads and by-ways throughout this Territory are marked 
by monuments of savage ferocity; fresh victims fall day by day 
on their journey through the country. 

Your committee would be unmindful of their duty as Repre- 
sentatives of the people, and as citizens of the Territory did 
they fail to represent their constituents as a law-abiding, indus- 
trious and ever hopeful community. 

Your Committee would urgently request our Delegate in Con- 
gress to represent the facts set forth in this report in unqualified 


terms.’

Supervisors and filed in the office of the County Recorder,” and 
by striking out ‘the last clause of section 21, and inserting, 
‘fevery person duly elected to the office of Director, Clerk or 
Treasurer of any, School District, and having entered upon the 
duties of his office, shall neglect or refuse to perform any duty 
required of him by the provisions of this act, shall forfeit the 
sum of ten dollars to the School District Fund,” and by striking’ 
out the word “half” in the fourth line of section 49, and insert- 
ing the word ‘ fifth;” and by striking out section 51, and by 
striking out section 55 and inserting as follows: 

Section 55. The warrant annexed to any tax list, shall be 
under the hand of the Clerk of the district, and shall command 
the Treasurer of the district to collect from each of the persons 
and corporations named in said tax list, the several sums set. 
opposite their names, within forty days from the date thereof, 
and within twenty days from the time of receiving such warrant, 
to personally demand such tax of the persons charged therewith, 
and residing within his district; and that if any tax shall not be 
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paid within twenty days thereafter, to collect the sae by dis- 
tress and sale of property, in the same manner as county taxes 
are collected; and the said Treasurer shall execute the said war- 
rants, and return the same to the Clerk, at the expiration of the 
time limited therein for the collection of such tax list. 

Provided, that when the owners of property within the dis- 
tricts are non-residents, they shall be notified by the Treasurer, 
if their place of residence 18 known, and if within the county, 
they shall make payment within thirty days; if not within the 
county, but within the Territory, they shall pay within forty 
days; and if without the Territory, they shall make payment 
within sixty days. 

Provided further, that said Treasurer shall be entitled to col. 
lect two per cent. over and above the sums to be collected in the 
tax list. 

And whenever the said collector shall be compelled to resort 
to distress and sale of property to obtain any tax, he shall be 
entitled to, and may take out of the proceeds of such sale, in

My. McKey, Chairman of Committee on Counties and County 
Boundaries, having met jointly with the Committee on Federal 
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Relations from the House, presented the following report, which 
on motion was adopted and ordered to be spread upon the 
journal: 


Mr. President:—It devolves upon me to report, as Chairman 
of the Committee on Counties and County Boundaries from the 
Couueil and the‘Committee on Federal Belations from the 
House, who met jointly, and who had under consideration the 
matter of the disputed slip of land south of the Gila river and 
east of the Colorado, and in connection therewith, a report 
made by the Hon. Mx Meagher to the California Legislature 
upon the subject. 

He says, speaking of that State, that ‘tour southern boundary 
has been considered in this State as determined and(yun by the Ἢ 
Boundary Commissioners of Mexico and the United States.” 

As to this point none, I presume, are disposed to disagree 
with him, but as to what precise territory was included in that 
boundary there seems to be a question in the minds of the Cali- 
fornia Legislators. 

The report before referred to, appears to be based upon as 
much ignorance with regard to this question, as was the action 
of the first two Legislatures of Arizona, which committed the 
grave error of memoralizing Congress upon the subject; when 
if they had examined the question, they would have found rhat 
the State of California never claimed the disputed land, and that 
Congress had specifically included it in the Territory of New 
Mexico in the Organic Act for that Territory. ᾽ 

The Constitution of California in giving the boundaries of 
that State, claims the middle of the main channel of the Col- 
orado river below the thirty-fifth parallel of north latitude down 
to the line between Mexico and the United States, as her line: 

Arizona claims that the western boundary line, consists of the 
middle of the main channel of the Colorado river, running south- 
- erly to the Sonora line. . x 

How it was possible for the first Legislature of this Territory 
to overlook her own acts, as to this matter, and the language of 
the Organic Act of New Mexico, so far as to recognize the usurp- 
ation by the county of San Diego, as to cause it to memorialize 
Congress upon the subject, is a matter of astonishment, to say 
the least of it. 

Mr. Meagher says ‘‘ Recently the Territory of Arizona has set 
up a claim,” ete. 

He is mistaken in his statenrent: we have always claimed this 
Territory and have ever maintained that there were no tenable 
reasons why San Diego should hold any authority over it. Let 
us see for what reasons or upon what grounds we base these 
claims. 

In the first place, in the year 1849, California by the vote of her 
people ratified the Constitution of that State, in which the limits 
are plainly set forth. After fixing the northern line to where it 
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intersects the 39th degree of norih latitude, it says: Thence 
running in a straight hne in a southerly direction to the river 
Colorado, at a point where it intersects the 35th degree of north 
latitude, thence down the middle of the channel of said river to 
the boundary line between Mexico and the United States, as 
established by the treaty of May 30th, 1848, thence west, ete., to 
the Pacific Ocean. 

Now, Sir, it would appear that the above quoted language was. 
sufficient to satisfy any uuprejudicial mind that California never 
claimed an inch of land east of the Colorado River, nor has she 
ever done so, until the last session of the Levislature of that 
State, which was induced by the wrong action of the Legislature 
of this Territory in memorializing Congress to give to us that 
which I shall convince any and all who will carefully examine 
the subject, was always ours. But before entering into a 
description of the peculiari ies of the junction of the Gila and 
Colorado rivers, I deem it necessary to draw your attention to 
the provision of the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo. 

In that treaty (article 5) after bounding the Southern Territory 
acquired thereby, until coming to the Gila river it says: 

Thence down the middle of the Gila until it empties into the 
Rio Colorado; thence across the Rio Colorado, following the divi- 
sion line between Upper and Lower California to the Pacific Ocean 
But says the treaty, in order to preclude all difficulty in tracing 
upon the limit separating Upper from Lower California. it is 
agreed that the said limits shall consist of a straight line down 
to the middle of the Rio Gila, where it unites with the Colorado 
to a point on the Pacific ocean, εἰς, 

To those who are not conversant with the minute points of the 
geography of the junction of these two rivers, it is necessary to 
say that at the junction, and for miles around and above this 
junction itis one immense mud flat, over which the Colorado 
river (at all times when high) overflows; and all the apparent 
circumstances go to show, and those who were on the ground at 
the time of running the line by the Commissioners who fixed the 
line between the Republic of Mexico and the United States. by 
the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, say that all of said flat 
country was inundated at that time. 

This accounts for fixing the initial point up the Rio Gila some 
hundreds of yards from its actual mouth, when both rivers are 
low, advantage being taken of the high condition of the Col- 
orado, in connection with the language of the treaty, which 
Says: 

‘That the boundary line between Upper and Lower California 
shall consist of a straight line drawn from the middle of the Rio 
Gila, where it unites with the Colorado, ete. 

The high condition of the Colorado at the time, owing to the 
Hainess of the country, left the place of unity between the two 
streams very indefinite; but a point was agreed upon between 
the Commissioners from which to start, for the purpose of divid- 
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inr the two Californias. But there is no good reason to doubt 
but that the intention of the plenipotentiaries wax at the time of 
making the treaty, to cross the Colorado river directly, from the 
fact that the general course of the Colorado is north and south. 
and this dividing line runs directly west; but owing to a short 
bend from south to west, this line starting froin the agreed 
initial point. did uot cross the Colorado un il the Commissioners 
had run six and a half miles, cutting off a strip of land between 
the line and the river on the west varying from a few hundred 
yards to three-quarters of a mile jn width. 

It must be kept in view, howefer, that this line was to be run 
for the express purpose of dividing Upper from Low er Cali- 
fornia. 

Now that it is understood that this line was for thé sole pur- 
pese of dividing the Californias, will any one claim that it 
divided any part of the Californias before it crossed the Rio 
Colorado. 

If either of these States ever claimed an inch of territory 
east of the Colorado river, then it were possible. but as neither 
of them ever made any such claim, then it is simply ridiculous to 
suppose that this line divided them before reaching their terri- 
tory; the initial point notwithstanding, which was so fixed by 
the Commissioners for the reasons Doo given. And when 
running this line, where they struck the bank of the Gila on the 
south or western side, from the middle of the mouth thereof, 
they came to the bank some four hundred yards from the Colo- 
radọ river, and run six and one-half miles before coming to the 
Colorado river. But bearing in mind that California in her 
Constitution claims the middle of the.Colorado as her boundary, 
as between her and any other Territory of the United States, 
and this Constitution was accepted ty Congress, and California 
was admitted as a State, September 9th, 1850. 

The Organic Act creating the Territory of New Mexico by 
Congress, was approved on the same day, and in giving the 
boundary limits of said Territory, in this act they commenced the 
boundary in the Colorado river, where the boundary line with 
the Republic of Mexico crosses ‘the same; thence easterly with 
the said boundary line to the Rio Grande, "with the meanderings 
east, north and then west, until it intersects the line of California 
at the northwest corner of Pah Ute County; thence back on the 
California lines down the Colorada river to the place of begin- 
ning. 1 ask is this conclusive ? 

California has never claimed this disputed territory until the 
action of her last Legislature. And Congress, right at the time 
of the admission of California as a State, did include this strip 
within the limits of the Territory of New Mexico, and has since 
created all the Territory west of a certain line, the Territory of 
Arizona, which had been included within the former limits of 
New Mexico. 

In the name of common sense and good reason, if this strip 
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of land belonged to California, why did not California protest. 
or why has she not long before this made complaint? Or if we 
admit for a moment that it did belong to her, why did Congress 
commence the boundary of New Mexico by starting six and a 
half miles off of the edge or border of the Territory to be pre- 
scribed by said boundary, and follow thence easterly, northerly 
and westerly to the California line, at the northwest corner of 
Pah Ute County; and thence following said California lines back 
and down the Colorado river to place of beginning? Whatwas 
the object in commencing six or seven miles down the Colorado 
river and running to the Gila by the line formerly established 
by the Commissioners, and then afterwards, when they got back 
to the mouth of the Gila river, why did they run down the 
river to the place of beginning ὃ 

Did the territory included within these limits below the Gila 
belong to California. Six, itis presumption to contend for any 
such thing. Now, Mr. President, all of the foregoing may be 
summed up in these few questions: 

Has California ever claimed this strip of land before her last 
session? She has never before claimed it. 

Do her constitutional bounds claim it? That instrument 
does not claim any territory west of the Colorado river. nor ever 
has, nor did either of the old Californias under Mexican rule 
claim any such thing. 

But Congress did claim and include it within the bounds of 
the Territory of New Mexico in her Organic Act. And last. 
though not least, Arizona did claim it from her first organiza- 
tion. But from want of a proper understanding in the first two 
Legislatures she did commit the grave mistake of memoralizing 
Congress to give her territory already belonging to her by 
nature, by the Organie Act and the laws of this Territory and 
the laws of Congress.

Kesolred, That the communication of the Hon. Coles Bash- 
ford, late Attorney General of the Territory, in reference to his 
claims for services; and in answer to the statement concerning 
him. in the report of the special committee of the last Legisla- 
ture, should, in justice to him, be entered in full in the perma- 
nent edition of the journal of fhe Council of this Legislature, 
and that it is hereby directed that it be so entered. 


PETITION. 
To the Fifth Leqistativ Assembly of the Territory of Arizona: 


Gestiemen: Your petitioner would respectfully represent that 
he was appointed Attorney General of the Territory of Arizona 
on the first day of February, a. p. 1864, and served in that 
capacity until the first day of January, a. n. 1867. It was made 
the duty of the Attorney General to prosecute all violations of 
the criminal laws of the Territory in the several District Courts 
of the Territory. To attend each of the terms of the Supreme 
Court of the Territory and there prosecute and defend all causes 
to which the Territory may be a party, and all causes to which 
any county may be a party, and any officer acting in his official 
capacity. 

It was made the duty of the Attorney General when required 
to give his opinion in writing, without fee, to the Legislature, 
or either House thereof, upon any question’ of law, and to the 
Governor and Secretary, Treasurers and Board of County Com- 
missioners, ete. ἢ 

It was further provided in case of absence or inability of the 
Attorney General to attend any of the terms, or to attend other 
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business in vacation, he wus authorized at his own cost and 
expense to employ suitable counsel to discharge his duties in 
that respect. There were many other duties imposed by law 
upon the Attorney General, among them acting as one of the 
Board of Territorial Auditors. 

During said term of two years and eleven months, I faithfully 
discharged the duties of said office of Attorney General, as 
required by law, by attending every term of the District Courts 
held in any of the counties of the Territory, excepting one, in 
which case I employed counsel at my own expense. 

By attending all the terms of the Supreme Court held in the 
Territory. By attending each session of the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the Territory and giving it my opinion in writing and 
otherwise when required. By giving my opinion in writing and 
otherwise to the Governor, Secretary, Territorial Treasurer, etc., 
when requested soto do. By assisting and advising with the 
county officers of the Territory as to their powers and duties 
uider the new laws, which was often delicate and laborious. 

To attend faithfully to the discharge of duties kept me away 
from my business in Pima County nearly six months of each 
year, attending the Fall and Spring terms of the District and 
Supreme Courts, and the Legislative Assembly, saying nothing 
of the duties in Pima County, and the correspondence arising 
from the duties of the office. A considerable proportion of the 
time on the road, all the time at my own expense which was 
very large, and I never received enough for professional services 
at these Courts to pay the expenses of keeping my horses, my 
sole object in attending them being to discharge the said duties 
of Attorney General. : 

To attend to the discharge of these duties, it may not be out 
of place to remind you in this connection, what many of you 
will know, I have gone from Tucson to La Paz, thence to Pres- 
cott and back to Tucson alone, frequently traveling of nights 
to avoid an attack from the hostile Indians. 

With Mr. Leihy and Mr. Everett, his clerk, I came through 
Cook’s Canon a few days before they were murdered at that 
place. Iwas then returning from attending the third session 
of the Legislative Assembly as Attorney General. 

I have been compelled to swim the Salines River after persons 
had been drowned and teams carried down and destroyed in like _ 
attempts. ας 

I have passed from Aqua Caliente alone at the risk of my life 
through canons to La Paz, where there was no path to guide me 
in order to be in time to attend Court as Attorney General. Dur- 
ing all this time I was recognized as such Attorney General by 
the Governor, Secretary, Treasurer, Legislative Assembly; by 
all the counties of the Territory, indeed by every person in the 
Territory. 

After the rendition of these services for nearly three long 
years, with the risk and dangers and expenses attending them, 
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with this universal recognition, what fair minded ran could 
oppose the payment for these services, even if there were 
doubts about the rightfulness of the appointment, on technical 
objections to it after they had been faithfully performed. 

During all this time I could not be employed in a large class 
of cases as attorney-at-law in the Courts, as I had already been 
consulted by the officers of the Territory and was in the employ 
of the Territory as Attorney General in all the business imposed 
upon that officer and above recited. 

The records of the Courts of the Territory for the two years 
and eleven months, and of the Executive and Legislative De- 
partments of the Government are indeed all false if there was 
no Attorney General during that time.- 

Could the Territory, either in law or equity, after employing 
the services of a person for the length of time stated, even if 
she so desired, turn around and say to him: true, we have had 
your services, you have discharged them well, we have had the 
benefit of them, but don’t propose to pay you a cent therefor; 
would such a defence be permitted any where? Certainly not. 

I could safely rest my claim here, but I now propose to con- 
sider the objection made at this late day, and while I was out of 
the Territory, to paying me for said services. It was made in a 
report of James 5. Giles, in the last Legislature, and will be 
found on page 102 of the Journals of the Fourth Legislature. 
He says: “Coles Bashford was appointed Attorney General of 
the Territory by Governor Goodwin, February Ist, 1864, and 
for said appointment your committee are unable to find any 
law.” The Organic Act creating the Territory of Arizona pro- 
vides: ‘That all Legislative enactments of the Territory of 
New Mexico, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, 
are hereby extended to and continued in force in said Territory 
of Arizona, until repealed or amended by future legislation. 
Among the Acts of the Territory of New Mexico is one creating 
the office of Attorney General, and fixing his salary at fifteen 
hundred dollars per year, besides fees of office. 

Afterwards, to save the Attorney General from attending all 
the “ Disrnicr” Courts of the Territory, accompanied neces- 
sarily with a great deal of hardships and dangers, they provided 
for certain District Attorneys in two, I think, of the Judicial 
** Districts,” but left all his other powers and duties unimpaired 
and reducing his salary in like proportion as they,had reduced 
his labors—the salary and perquisites under this last mentioned 
law amounting to over four thousand dollars a year, as I was 
informed by Gen. Cleaven himself, who has been the Attorney 
‘General for New Mexico for the last four years. 

That part of the law creating the offices of © Disrricr” At- 
torneys for certain counties in New Mexico was inoperative in 
Arizona, because we did not have those counties in Arizona, 
therefore it became the duty of the Attorney General of Arizona 
to attend to all the duties imposed by law in New Mexico both 
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of the Attorney General and District Attorneys. Should he 
not have the compensation therefore of the Attorney General of 
New Mexico when he rendered like services ? 

The Legislature of 1864 thought so and made provision for 
the payment at that rate, and as they had jurisdiction over the 
matter that I suppose put an end to the question. : 

It will be perceived that the Territory of Arizona, could not 
have been organized and the criminal laws enforced unless this 
view is correct and a law officer uppointed for the enforcement 
of its laws for nearly a year after the organization ofthe Terri- 
torial Government. 

The laws were likewise in such confusion, ‘that it required 
continual investigation of the Attorney General to ascertain the 
laws of New Mexico, which had been extended over our Terri- 
tory, and adopt them to our situation, and keep the various 
county and Territorial officers informed thereon. This disposes 
of the first point raised by Mr. Giles, that Governor Goodwin 
had no right to appoint an Attorney General us he did, on the 
166 of February, 1864. Mz. Giles further says, that ‘‘ on Novem- 
ber 10th, 1868, an Act of the Legislature created the office 
of Attorney General and fixing his salary, was approved. 
That the said Coles Bashford was continued, or re-appointed 
Attorney General, which appointment was a plain violation of 
that part of the Organic Act which says, that ‘no member of 
the Legislative Assembly shall hold or be appointed to any 
office which shall have been created, or the salary or emolu- 
ments of which shall have been increased while he was a mem- 
ber, during the term for which he was elected, and for one year 
thereafter. The said Coles Bashford being a member, ete’? Ἢ 

‘My reply is that there is no such provision in the Oganic Law, 
of Arizona, and ‘‘that” provision in the Organic Law of New 
Mexico was never extended over Arizona. It was a great mis- 
take in Mr. Giles, to suppose that the whole Organic Law of 
New Mexico was extended over Arizona, as will appear by sec- 
tion 2 of Oaganic Law of Arizona. It says in substance (as it 
is within the reach of all I will not quote it in full) that the 
Governor, Legislative Assembly, Judges of the Supreme Court, 
etc., shall be appointed in the same manner, and shall have the 
powers, duties and compensation as are conferred upon the 
same Officers by the Organic Act of New Mexico, striped of its 
unnecessary verbiage, that is all there is of the Organic Law of 
New Mexico, which has ever been extended over Arizona. 

It is different however with the statutes of the Territory, they 
are transferred in a body over Arizona, until repealed or amended. 
It speaks of the powers, duties and compensation of the Legis- 
lative Assembly, as the law-making power of the Territory, in 
its corporate capacity. 

From nothing in the Organic Law of Arizona can you infer 
that any of its members are prohibited from holding any office 
whatever. j

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This of itself disposes of all the pretensions of Mr. Giles. 

But I can further reply to Mr. Giles’ argument, that the 
office of Attorney General was not created by the Act of Novem- 
her 10th, 1864, because the office was already in existence, and 
vou cannot well create that which was already in existence. It 
was merely a continuance of the office. Mr. Giles himself says, 
‘Coles Bashford was continued in, or appointed Attorney Gen- 
eral November 10th, 1864.” That likewise disposes’of Mr. Giles’ 
main objection. 

Neither was the salary or emoluments of the office increased 
by the Act of November 10th, 1864. General Cleaven’s com- 
pensation being over four thousand dollars, while that of mine 
was never in any one year over twenty-five hundred. 1 never 
exacted or received one dollar in way of compensation as Terri- 
torial Auditor. 

The Legislature, however, imposed new duties upon the Attor- 
ney General of Arizona, involving considerable expenditures of 
money not im} osed upon the Attorney General of New Mexico; 
could they ποῦ for those new labors give a reasonable additional 
compensation therefor, without violating the provision quoted 
by Mr. Giles, and particularly when the currency in which the 
law contemplated paying me, was not worth at any time over 
seventy-five cents on a dollar in coin, most of the time but fifty 
cents. 

I most respectfully, but earnestly ask your honorable body, to 
place me on the same footing as the other creditors of the Ter-, 
ritory, by making suitable provisions for the payment of my 
claims against the ‘Territory for the services aforesaid.

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STANDING RULES OF THE COUNCIL, 


FIFTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ARIZONA. 


The Council shall choose by ballot, one of its members to 
occupy the Chair, who shall be styled “President of the 
Council,” and who shall hold his office during the session 
thereof, unless he be removed therefrom by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present.

The President shall take the Chair at the hour to which the 
Council shall have adjourned, shall immediately call the mem- 
bers to order, and on the appearance of a quorum, shall cause 
the journal of the preceding day to be read and corrected.

He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points of 
order in preference to other members, arising from his seat for 
that purpose, and shall decide questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the Council by any member. He shall rise to put a 
question, but may state it sitting.

The President shall call some member to the Chair when the 
Council votes to go into the committee of the whole, and may 
then debate the question before the committee.

11. Bills not yet considered in committee of the whole.

When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the Council, he shall rise from his seat and respect- 
fully address himself to “Mr. President,” and shall~confine 


himself to the question under debate, and avoid personality.

When any member is called to order, he shall sit down until 
it is determined whether he is in order or not, and if a member 


be called to order for words spoken in debate, the exceptional 
words shall be taken down in writing immediately. 


XIV. 


When two or more members happen to rise at once, the Pres- 
ident shall name the member who is first to speak.

XV. 


Whilst the President is putting a question or addressing the 
Council, none shall walk out of, or across the room; nor in such 
case, or when a member is speaking, shall entertain private dis- 
course; nor, while a member is speaking,‘shall pass between 
him and the Chair.

No member or other person 
shall visit or remain by the Secretary’s table while the ayes and 
nays are calling or ballots are counting.

meet in their conference chamber, and state to each, verbally or 
in writing, as either shall choose, the reasons of their respective 
houses for and against the amendment, and confer freely thereon. 


I. 


When a message shall be sent from either house, it shall be 
announced at the door by the Doorkeeper, and shall be respect- 
fully communicated to the Chair by the person by whom it may 
be sent. 


IMI. 


Messages shall be sent by the Secretary, Clerk, or by such 
person as a sense of propriety of each house may determine to 
, be proper. 


IV. 


While bills are on their passage between the two house, they 
shail be on paper, either written or printed, or both, and under 
the signature of the Secretary or Clerk of each, house respec- 
tively. Neither house shall take any action upon a bill while 
the same is in possession of the other house. 
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vV. 


After a bill has passed both houses, it shall be duly enrolled 
by the Clerk of the House of Representatives or the Secretary 
of the Council, as the bill may have originated in the one or the 
other house, before it shall be presented to the Governor of the 
Territory. 


VI. 


When bills are enrolled they shall be examined jointly by the 
Enrolling Committees of the Council and the House of Repre- 
sentatives, appointed as standing committees for that purpose, 
who shall carefully compare the enrollment with the engrossed 
bill‘as passed in the two houses, and correcting any errors that 
may be discovered in the enrolled bills, and make their report 
forthwith to their respective houses. 


p VII. 


After examination and report, each bill shall be signed in the 
respective houses, first by the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, then by the President of the Council. 


VII. 


After a bill shall have thus been signed in each house, it shall 
be presented by the said committee to the Governor of the Ter- 
ritory for approval, (it being first endorsed on the back of the 
roll, certifying in which house the same originated, which 
endorsement shall be signed by the Secretary or Clerk, as the 
case may be, of the house in which the same originated,) and 
shall be entered on the journal of each house. The said com- ` 
mittee shall report the day of presentation to the Governor, 
τ time shall also be carefully entered on the journal of each

IX. 


All orders, resolutions and votes, which are to be presented 
to the Governor of the Territory for his approbation, shall also, 
in the same manner, be previously enrolled, examined, and 
signed, and shall be presented in the same manner, and by the 
same committee, as provided in case of bills. 


xX 


When the Council and House of Representatives shall judge 
it proper to make a joint address to the Governor, it shall be 
presented to him in his audience chamber, by the President of 
the Council, in the presence of the Speaker and both houses. 
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ΧΙ. 


When a bill or resolution, which shall have passed in one 
house, is rejected by the other, notice thereof shall be given to 
the house in which the same shall have passed. 


XIL 


When a bill or resolution which has been passed in one house 
shall be rejected in the other, it shall not be brought in during 
the same session without a notice of two days and leave of a 
majority of that house in which it shall be renewed. 


ΤΠ. 


Each house shall transmit to the other papers on which any 
bill or resolution shall be founded. 


XIV. 
After each house shall have once adhered to their disagree- 
ment, a bill or resolution shall be lost, except in case each house 
may appoint a committee of conference, and if such committee 


shall agree in their report, the bill or resolution may be again 
considered, as if no action had been had upon the subject. 


XV. 


No bill or resolution that shall have passed the House of 
Representatives and the Council, shall be presented to the Gov- 
ernor, for his approval, on the last day of the session.

No appropriation of money, for any purpose whatever, shall 
be made except by bill. 


XVIT 


Each house may order the printing of bills introduced, and 
reports of its own committee; but no other printing shall be 
ordered, except by a concurrent resolution passed by both 
houses.

To the Honorable the Fifth Legislative Assembly. 


In compliance with the requirements of section 10, of "Απ 
Act concerning Territorial Indebtedness,” approved October 5th, 
1867, I Lave the honor to submit herewith a report of the trans- 
actions of the office from the 15th of January, 1868, at which 
time I assumed its duties, to this date, accompanied by state- 
ments relative to the financial condition of the Territory, more 
particularly detailed by statement ‘‘A;” showing in tabular form 
an account of all Bonds issued by the Treasurer since the organ- 
ization of the Territory. 

Statement “B,” giving a detail of all warrants outstanding, 
with interest thereon, computed to November Ist, 1868. 

Statement “C,” an exhibit of all receipts and uisbursements. 

Statement “D,” recapitulating the above, and showing the 
entire indebtedness in currency, up to November Ist, 1868. 

I regret to say that no report, either monthly or quarterly, 
has been received at this office from the Treasurer of Pah Ute 
County since my assuming the office; from the Treasurer of 
Mohave County since July last; from ‘the Treasurer’ of Yuma 
County since August 8th; and from the Treasurer of Yavapai 
County since July 6th. 

I do not know, nor have I had any means of ascertaining, 
what amount of taxes has been levied and collected in the above 
mentioned counties during the present year for Territorial pur- 
poses. 

The report of the proceedings of the Board of Supervisors of 
Yavapai County, as published in Miner, states that but twenty- 
five cents on the one hundred dollars was levied for Territorial 
purposes, alrhongh the law requires that fifty cents on the one 
hundred dollars should be levied. 

It will be. too apparent to you, from a consideration of 
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this statement, that a careful revision of the revenue laws is 
necessary. 

_Although the people have cheerfully contributed of their 
hard earnings a sufficient amount to meet all the obligations of 
the Territory, yet through the delinquency of a few county 
officers, who were sworn to perform, and are paid to do their 
duty, we are compelled to declare officially that Arizona has 
failed to make good her promises to pay. 


ESCHEATED ESTATES. 


During the last five years.many of our bold pioneers have 
fallen by the hand of the dread Apache, and some by disease, 
who have left large estates to the Territory, and yet not a dollar 
has reached the Treasury from this source, although ‘some 
estates have been in the hands of Administrators for years. It 
is due to the memory of those worthy men that the proceeds of 
their estates be applied toward establishing public schools, so 
that their labor may find some reward. 

In this connection I would respectfully recommend the pas- 
' sage of a special act in respect to escheated estates now in the 
hands of the several Administrators, the effect of which will be 
to place within one year, into the Treasury, the proceeds of all 
escheated estates. ` 

I would furthermore respectfully recommend that the County 
Treasurers be made ex officio Public Administrators of their 
respective counties, and be required to make quarterly returns 
to the Territorial Treasurer, the same as in other matters. 

The proceeds of escheated estates once in the Treasury, the 
Legislature could make such‘disposition thereof as they deem 

roper. f 
; The act approved October 5th, 1868, entitled “Αα Act con- 
cerning Territorial Indebtedness,” contemplated the funding of 
the Bonds and Warrants therein specified. 

No Bonds have been issued under the provisions of that act. 
A question involving the legality of the act having arisen, and 
being now pending before the Courts, parties holding those 
Bonds and Warrants prefer retaining them, and the Treasurer 
is barred from paying them principal or interest. The repeal 
of sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 7 and 9 of said act is necessary. 
` -It may be of interest for you to know that the amount of 
internal revenue assessed in Pima County from January 150 to 
October 30th, 1868, is $7,791, and the amount collected up to 
November 1st, 1868, $6,050.

To all whom it may coucern : 


Wuereas, under chapter twenty-four of the Code of the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona, and the amendments thereto, it is provided 
that there shall be held throughout the Territory, on the first 
‘Wednesday in June of each year, an election for members of - 
the Legislative Assembly, and such officers as may be required 
by law to be chosen at such election, to be called the General 
Election ; and ` 

Wuereas, it is further provided that it shall be the duty of the 
Governor, at least thirty days before any General Election, to 
issue his proclamation, designating the offices to be filled at such 
election. 

Now, therefore, I, Richard Ο. McCormick, Governor of the 
Territory of Arizona, in pursuance of the auty enjoined upon 
me, do hereby designate the following offices to be filled at 
the General Election to be held throughout the Territory on 
‘Wednesday, the third day of June, 1868, viz: 

A Delegate to the Forty-First Congress of the United States. 

Nine members of the Territorial Council and eighteen mem- 
bers of the Territorial House of Representatives, .apportioned 
as follows, according to the census of March, 1867, viz: The 
County of Pima, four members of the Council and seven mem- 
bers of the House, The County of Yuma, one member of the 
Council and three members of the House. The Counties of 
Mohave and Pah-Ute combined, one member of the Council. 
The County of Mohave, one member of the House. The County 
of Pah-Ute, one member of the House. The County of Yavapai, 
-three members of the Council and six members of the House 

Also one Supervisor and one Public Administrator in each of 
said counties. ` 

And in each election precinct, in each of said counties, one, 
and not more than two Constables, and two Justices of the 
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Peace; and in each such precinct containing a population of 
more than eight hundred persons, to be ascertained by the Pro- 
bate Court, one additional Justice of the Peace,

To all whom it may concern: 


Wuenrsas, by chapter twenty-one of the Code of the Territory 
of Arizona, the Governor is empowered to receive into the 
service of the Territory such volunteer force as he may at any 
time deem proper for the protection of any of the settlements 
or inhabitants and to prevent and punish incursions or encroach- 
ments on the part of any hostile tribe or tribes of Indians, and 

Wuerzas, the citizens of Pima County have by petition shown 
that they have lately suffered and are now suffering greatly from 
the incursions and encroachments of certain hostile Apaches. 
and have requested that a company of volunteers be received 
under the Militia Law of the Territory for active service against 
such Indians. 

Now, therefore, I, Richard C. McCormick, Governor of the 
Territory of Arizona, by virtue of the authority given me, do 
hereby announce that for the purpose of meeting the urgent 
necessity made apparent by said petition, I will receive into the 
service of the Territory fifty volunteers to be organized into one 
company in accordance with the regulations and under the dis- 
cipline of the Militia Law of the Territory, and to serve for the - 
period of six months unless sooner discharged. 

It being understood that said volunteers are to be armed, 
equippéd, subsisted and paid by private subscription and with- 
out éost to the Territory, as proposed in said petition of the citi- 
zens of Pima County. 

Volunteers will report at once to Lieutenant Colonel James H. 
Toole, Adjutant General of the Territory, at Tucson.
